#1. SELF-CHECKOUT 

The debut issue of The Sbuirrels came from my time working as a cashier at Lowe’s Home 
Improvement (from March 2016 to August 2018), where | worked at at the time. Like Ryan, | 
mainly worked at self-checkout and on Sundays, it got incredibly packed and busy. It would 
be great for business, but not so much for us cashiers who would have to handle the massive 
amounts of customers getting checked out. Ed’s encounter with the self-checkout machine was 
basically how your average Lowe’s customer dealt with the self-checkout machines in the store. 


Ed and Mary are American red squirrels, but appear brown here because of a color | had 
picked from a photograph of such a squirrel on Photoshop. | ended up not liking the color and 
later opted for a vivid red-orange color, since it looks more like American red squirrel and has 
a more interesting appearance. 


Lowe’s is a hardware store, meaning the interior is a gray warehouse. The danger of this in 
this issue is the main character, Ryan, is an Eastern gray squirrel, and could blend in easily 
with the background. To alleviate this problem, | colored the background of the store rather 
luridly. 


This issue used to be 13 pages, with page 7 being this: 


As the final orientation of the portfolio gallery (used on the comics’ Wix Code master pages to 
show the pages) is portrait and the old page 7 was landscape, there was no way it could fit, 
so it had to go. This page is only being shown in this part of the book because it wouldn't fit 
across the two-page spread of this book, as | originally took the letter-sized comic pages and 
just turned it on its side, rather than add two letter pages to make a proper landscape tabloid. 


Presently, the seventh page (how coincidental, considering the story involves Self-Checkout #7) 
is available to view on the DeviantArt release of my webcomics, under the Deviant title “The 
Sbuirrels #1: Self Checkout (7/13)”, under my dA account, Foolish-Water. 


#2. ED’S CARD TRICK 

This issue marks the debut of Ed’s new red-orange color. Ed is based upon Nicolas Cage’s 
over-the-top character from Deadfall (1993), clips of which, mostly containing his character 
Eddie, | first discovered in 2012 while surfing YouTube. Eddie is introduced trying to force the 
main character into a strange card trick, where one has to take a card from Eddie’s deck and 
the latter has to guess what card one is holding. The card in question usually ends up being a 
joker and it ultimately turns out that all of Eddie’s cards are jokers. Furthermore, Ed’s mispro- 
nunciation of “aficionado” is also from Deadfall, where Cage pronounces “particularly” as 
“oarticularily” for some reason. 


| consider this one of the weaker issues of The Sbuirrels, but | feel that the following one is a 
major improvement. 


#3. THE CHIP 

Another telling of my time at Lowe’s. | believe the chip in general was first being introduced 
around the time | started working there. | was told that the chip was used for credit payments, 
even if it was on a debit card, and debit payments were made by swiping the card. | 
managed to grasp the concept fairly quickly. Customers on the other hand... 


This issue is in the style of verbose memes, which were popular at the time of this creation. 
| drew this issue on a Wacom tablet. | find it much easier than scanning in drawings. That 
being said, making deliberately poor drawings, as found in the last two pages, is extremely 
difficult. The early issues of all my webcomics were off-model, but nowhere as bad as this. 


#4, HALLOWEEN 

The main image is supposed to say “Happy Halloween from The Sbuirrels!” In retrospect, 
with regards to my webcomics, | seemed to be more concerned about quantity and didn’t put 
enough effort into the quality as | should have. 


| took the main image, the first page of the issue, duplicated it thirteen times, and applied 
six effects to each one of the duplicates. This issue was inspired by the surreal fan-made 
webcomic edit series Square Root of Minus Garfield, specifically no. 466, “Garfield is 
Always Watching You,” which consists of a single panel of Garfield grinning and staring at 
the viewer distorted into terrifying images. 


When | posted this on Deviantart, certain pages (for obvious reasons) had a Mature Content 
warning, my first ones on my dA account. 


#5. CRIME 

This issue is another Deadfall-inspired one; it’s based on a scene where Eddie (Nicolas Cage) 
and his girlfriend try to do a con in a bar, and do so poorly. The opening scene is based upon 
a now-lost YouTube video (from c. 2011, basically a shitpost, even though they weren’t call 


that then). It was a series of such videos by someone featuring Nic Cage scenes from Dead- 
fall. | can’t recall the original creator at the moment, but | do remember his first name being 
Travis. | don’t remember the last name. 


Of all the off-model artwork in the early comics, nothing irritates me more than Mary’s 
hideously damaged arm in the last panel of page 5. But on the bright side, | guess, the first 
panel of the same page does look pretty fantastic. 


#6. TERMINATED 

This and issue 7 are the first two issues of The Sbuirrels to have cover artwork for the issues. 
Over the years of working at Lowe’s, | was starting to get fed up with many inefficiencies 
there. Mainly, the sugary pop gunk that would blare frequently throughout the store and the 
break room; stuff like Fergie, Andra Day, etc. | even made a drawing about it. 


But another major beef | had was this. For whatever reason, we hardly had any cashiers at 
regular registers. In fact, we ended up having no cashiers at the regular registers and the only 
cashiers were at the self-checkout machines. This resulted in lengthy lines, with customers who 
often had large items on massive carts that were more suited for regular registers, customers 
with no knowledge on how to work the self-checkout machines, and no apparent help coming. 
| would call the code for extra cashiers to come up to the front end to help, Code 3, but rarely, 
people would show up. 


| had told the store managers about this a few years ago and they said they had hired new 
people recently and the problem would be solved. And the problem was indeed solved...for 
a few months. | kept on getting frustrated with this and in the summer of 2018, | sent the store 
managers a profanity-laced email (some of which is in Ryan’s dialogue here) complaining 
about it. The store managers understood my complaints, but were a little uneasy with my 
profane tone. 


Lowe’s corporate, however, was not so forgiving, and on August 4, | went to work as sched- 
uled, only to be called back to the HR office. The two assistant store managers looked very 
sad. They explained the situation to me and told me | was fired (it wasn’t as harsh as the 
webcomic here makes it). | was engulfed in total misery, angrily questioning myself why | had 
sent that email to begin with. It was pretty obvious that | wasn’t in a happy place writing this 
issue, so | decided to release another issue the same day as this one so that people wouldn't 
be too worried about Ryan. 


| originally designed two covers for this issue, one with text and one without. | wasn’t sure 
which one was better. In the end, | selected the one without text as the image which it’s 
spoofing is so obvious to the public eye. The next page features the original version of the 
cover with the text. 
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#7. WHY CAN'T I...? 

This and issue 6 are the first two issues of The Sbuirrels to feature cover artwork. After the 
ending of the previous issue, Ryan seems to have recovered. This issue marks the debut of 
Jenny, the gorilla woman Ryan lusts over. To clarify things, Mary's reaction on page 2, panel 5 
isn’t out of jealousy for not getting Ryan; she loves Ed deeply and is very loyal to him (despite 
his temperament and shortcomings). Rather, Mary thinks that Jenny is out of Ryan’s league. 
And yes, this is named after the Liz Phair song of the same name (although her song title 
doesn’t have an ellipsis). 


I'll admit that | didn’t develop Jenny much beyond someone Ryan has the hots over. Mary 
acting confused as to why Ryan would want her seemed to give Jenny some more depth to 
me. Ryan’s closing line is a reference to Square Root of Minus Garfield. 


#8. A DUMB SMARTPHONE AD (OR A DUMB AD FOR A 


Yes, this is the actual title. | wasn’t sure which of the two | wanted, so | selected both. 

| had originally conceived this story idea in August 2018; that year, | found a YouTube 
recording of the album Monty Python's Contractual Obligation earlier that year and heard 
the Treadmill Lager sketch. The mixed/swirled marble paint images seen in the smartphone ad 
scenes were inspired by the marketing branding for iPhones in the mid-to-late 2010s. 


Finally, on a more sad note, this issue is dedicated to the memory of my mother, Liz Jacoby 
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(née Taylor, July 27, 1964 - April 29, 2020), who passed away due to complications from 
SMART syndrome. 


#9. UPP 

After creating Americus Video: The Holy Trinity, | got re-interested in developing print books 
of my webcomics. Until recently, I’ve been creating them in Photoshop at 72 DPI. Starting with 
the Americus Video issue “Spy Carts”, | drew, inked, and colored them in Photoshop at 300 
DPI. The downside to this is that (most likely due to the great amount of memory being used) 
most of the time marks, like inking and color spots, take a little longer to appear, in contrast to 
the 72 DPI comics where it was quicker. Ditto for saving files. 


So, after thinking about it for a little while, | recalled the blob brush tool in Illustrator and 
decided to try that for my webcomics, at least inking them. | could scan/produce rough 
sketches in Photoshop at 72 DPI, then create an Illustrator file at CMYK and 300 DPI, import 
the sketch, then ink (and maybe color) the comic, finally exporting the complete file as a TIFF 
or JPEG. 


That's the primary purpose of this issue: basically an Illustrator test for future webcomics. The 
issue of slightly longer saving times is still present, but that might be due to the bigger file 
size. | had trouble making straight lines with the blob brush at first, but | had not issue when 
creating the cover. The secret is to hold the shift key first before moving your Wacom pen. 


Additionally, Illustrator seems good for solid colors, but not so much for shadows and high- 
lights, as | found out when trying to make the cover. | ultimately had to copy-and-paste the line 
art into Photoshop and color it in. It was originally going to be just the image of Ed, Ryan, and 
Mary staring dramatically at something (to contrast with the comic), but to me, it seemed a 
little bare. So, | added the golden border around it to make it look like it was in a frame. 


#10. A SBUIRRELS CHRISTMAS 

This issue marks three major milestones for The Sbuirrels. First, it’s the first Christmas issue; 
second, it’s the tenth issue of the series; and third, it’s the first of my webcomics to break the 
double-digit barrier in terms of amount. 


| had developed this idea around Christmastime 2017. | thought of the famous gag from 
National Lampoon’s Christmas Vacation about the squirrel in the tree. | thought of my 
webcomic series with squirrels and decided to play around with the gag and the result was 
finally produced four years later. 


During production, | neglected to do something important that | somehow forgot about, some- 
thing | learned from both a book and from experience. That thing was this: In order to have 
something in time for a specific release time, such as a holiday, said thing must be produced 
months in advance so it will be ready one time. 


| learned this from my copy of the Garfield 20th anniversary book from 1998 when it was 
mentioned that Christmas strips are usually produced in September. Also, | produced the 
Halloween issue of 2017 in July that year after recently developing the idea. In contrast, | 
produced this one quickly starting on/around November 29, 2021. Around this time, | got a 
new job as a graphic designer/producer and quit my cart attendant job at my local ShopRite, 
a brand of supermarkets based in the northeastern US. 


This new graphic designer/production job, based in Philadelphia, takes up a lot more of 
my time, but not as much as ShopRite because | come home earlier and have more time for 
DoorJam Creations. | ended up rushing this issue a little as a result, worrying if it would be 
produced in time, even as | was also setting up Christmas decorations at my home, too! 


The cover became the subject of a controversy when | published it on my Redbubble account 
for products to sell. Just one day after posting it fo the site, | got an email saying it got a 
DCMA claim from DHX Media, who | discovered was, as of this writing, the current rights- 
holders to Peanuts, and the piece was removed from Redbubble. I’m probably asking for 
trouble now, but this was the original cover: 
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It was inspired by the VHS cover for A Charlie Brown Christmas from Shell Oil that | discov- 
ered on eBay; | have the Paramount copy, from which | also took a little inspiration. | was 
clearly making an homage to the original VHS cover, which | thought was protected under fair 
use, but apparently not. 


Redbubble gave me the option to challenge and appeal the DMCA claim, but the site wanted 
information like my location, saying that it might be needed should the case go to court, which 
implied legal battles and, more importantly, costs. | decided not to go that route and just 
created a new one. So, four days later, between my new job and Christmas preparations, | 
created a rough, half-assed drawing of the squirrels as ornaments. 


Sure it wasn’t as well-done as the previous version, but hey, at least it won’t be any victim to 
any DMCA claims and is 100% copyright-friendly. Additionally, | thought that Paramount (and 
thus Viacom) held the rights to Peanuts (despite the 2015 movie being done by the late Blue 
Sky Studios and released by the late 20th Century Fox), but it seems not. If they did, then the 
change probably still would’ve been for the best, as Viacom would probably make me go to 
court anyway.

This 
obsession got stronger as he advanced through his education, gaining an A.A. in Liberal Arts 
from Burlington County College in May 2012 and later a B.A. in Graphic Design from Rutgers 
University, Camden in May 2015. While in the latter school, he learned about book binding 
and how to make posters and books. 


On October 1, 2016, he created his portfolio website, DoorJam Creations, to show off his 
graphic design work for potential employers.

His second book, 
an official collection of webcomics in book form entitled Americus Video: Fountains ‘R’ Mutt 
(2017-2019), was published on April 20, 2021.
